Embroidery, China Painting, etc. For these Mr. 
Bradley will prepare some full-sized working 
patterns of novel and pleasing designs. There 
will be a department devoted to suggestions for 
the artistic arrangement of the home, and de- 
signs for screens, portieres, settles, cozy-corners, 
window-seats, etc.
